Man arrested 
in rape 
investigation 

A MAN from Soham 
has been arrested in 
connection with an 
investigation into an 
historic rape. 

Officers from the 
Metropolitan Police and 
Cambridgeshire Police 
arrested the man on 
Tuesday morning. 

Speaking to Ely News 
on Wednesday morning, 
a Met Police spokesman 
said: "We arrested a 
man in Soham yesterday 
in connection with an 
investigation into an 
historic rape. We were 
assisted by officers 
from Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary. 

"The 40-year-old man 
was taken into custody 
and has now been 
released on bail until a 
date in late March. 

"Enquiries are ongoing 
and we cannot say 
anything else about the 
incident at this stage."

Council’s plans 
for new homes 


ELEVEN new homes are 
planned for Ely’s conserva¬ 
tion area - and the applicant 
is East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

The authority has applied 
to itself for planning permis¬ 
sion to build a terrace of six 
town houses and five apart¬ 
ments on an area of the 
long-stay car park in Barton 
Road. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, chairman of 
the council’s asset develop¬ 
ment committee, said that 
coach drop-off points would 
be moved “nearer to the city 
centre to support the shop¬ 
ping areas and the Market 
Place”. 

The council plans to man¬ 
age and deliver the devel¬ 
opment through its Local 
Authority Trading Company, 
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which it is currently setting 
up, and says building the 
new homes is a good way of 
raising income through the 
use of “under utilised land”. 

Cllr Hunt said: “The coun¬ 
cil has ambitious plans to 
provide new facilities for 
the district. With clever and 
thoughtful use of our as¬ 
sets we can minimise the 
amount of money we have 
to borrow to deliver projects 
such as the new district lei¬ 
sure centre. 

“We have worked really 
hard on the design of this 
scheme to ensure that it is 
sensitive to its location and 
doesn’t undermine car park¬ 


ing space in Ely. The project 
will deliver much-needed 
housing, work for local com¬ 
panies and money for coun¬ 
cil projects.” 

The council says the de¬ 
sign of the properties has 
been inspired by Wadding- 
ton Terrace in St Mary’s 
Street, Ely, and that with 
“clever reorganisation there 
will be no loss of car parking 
spaces when the scheme is 
complete”. 

A council spokesman said: 
“It is anticipated that all the 
town houses will be availa¬ 
ble on the open market with 
a number of the apartments 
being available on special 
terms to first time buyers.”

Police: ‘Rape 
probe is robust’ 


A MAN arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of raping a teenage girl 
in Haddenham will be an¬ 
swering bail next month. 

Cambridgeshire Police 
originally told the media that 
the 43-year-old man would 
be answering bail last Satur¬ 
day. 

But on Monday they said: 
“We apologise for the error. 
The 43-year-old man was 
not due to answer bail on 
Saturday he is due to answer 
bail on January 12.” 

Police are assuring resi¬ 
dents that investigations 
into the suspected rape are 
being dealt with in a “robust” 
manner. 

There has been a big po¬ 
lice presence in the village 
after a teenage girl reported 
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that she had been seriously 
sexually assaulted at the rec¬ 
reation ground off Hop Row. 

The incident is alleged to 
have happened at around 
7.45pm on Friday December 
4 and the man from Hadden¬ 
ham was arrested later the 
same evening on suspicion 
of rape. 

The fact the suspect has 
been bailed has proved 
controversial with villag¬ 
ers but the East Cambs area 
commander, Det Chief Insp 
Donna Wass said: “We have 
noted concerns that have 
been voiced in social media 


and I want to reassure every¬ 
one in our community that 
they will get the full support 
of their local officers. 

“The broader safety of our 
policing district is always my 
primary concern.” 

Speaking on the Policing 
East Cambridgeshire Face- 
book page, Sgt Phil Priestley 
said: “We want to reassure 
residents of Haddenham 
and the wider community 
that we are dealing with this 
situation in a robust and 
proportionate manner. 

“We have specialist officers 
from our rape investigation 
team pursuing their profes¬ 
sional inquiries in Hadden¬ 
ham and the increased high 
visibility policing presence 
in the village will continue.”

Care agency is 
told to improve 


ONE East Cambridgeshire- 
based care agency has been 
rated as good in all areas - 
but another has been told 
it needs to make improve¬ 
ments. 

The Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion (CQC) has published 
the results of inspections it 
has carried out recently at 
MiHomecare - Ely which 
is headquartered in Sutton, 
and Radis Community Care 
(Millbrook House), based in 
Soham. 

MiHomecare has been 
rated as good in all areas 
and Radis has been rated as 
requires improvement. 

Each agency is rated on 
five main elements - wheth¬ 
er it is safe, effective, caring, 
responsive or well-led. 

Radis has been judged 
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as good for caring and re¬ 
sponsive, but as requires 
improvement for the other 
three elements. 

In summary, the report 
for Radis said: “There were 
systems in place to ensure 
people’s safety was man¬ 
aged effectively and staff 
were aware of the actions to 
take to report any concerns. 
There were sufficient staff to 
ensure people’s needs were 
met safely.” 

But they added: “The ser¬ 
vice was not always safe. 
People were not always sup¬ 
ported to manage their pre¬ 
scribed medicines safely.” 

Sue Howard, the CQC’s 


deputy chief inspector for 
adult social care, said: “Peo¬ 
ple are entitled to services 
which provide safe, effec¬ 
tive, compassionate and 
high quality care. 

“If we find that a service 
requires improvement, we 
will expect them to provide 
us with a full plan setting 
out how they will address 
the issue. 

“We will share our find¬ 
ings with local commis¬ 
sioners, and we will return 
in due course to check that 
the required improvements 
have been made.”

On seeing the "concerning 
condition" of the mare, a vet and 
police were also called. The police 
seized the animal on welfare grounds 
and placed it into RSPCA care. 

An RSPCA spokeswoman said: 
"The vet confirmed the mare was 


emaciated and suffering with high 
worm and lice burdens. 

"The 14hh piebald mare is now at 
an RSPCA boarding establishment 
receiving care and veterinary 
treatment, and is doing well. 

"Sadly the country is in the grip 


of a horse crisis with horse welfare 
charities struggling to cope with 
the numbers of abandoned and 
neglected horses."

Starbucks' 
bid to make 
comeback 

STARBUCKS look set to make a 
return to Ely. 

The global coffee shop 
chain has applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
for planning permission to erect 
a fascia sign and a projecting 
sign at 3A, The Cloisters - 
the former Cafe Carringtons 
premises. 

Starbucks shut its doors in 
Ely in the winter of 2012 after 
around seven years in the city. 

Speaking at the time, a 
spokeswoman for the firm said: 
"Like many other retailers, and 
as part of the normal course of 
our business over the year, we 
regularly review our stores to 
ensure they're contributing to 
a sustainable business for the 
future. 

"Consequently, we've taken 
the difficult decision to close our 
store in Ely." 

Boots Opticians then opened 
at the premises around two years 
later. 

Cafe Carringtons closed 
in January this year and the 
premises have stood empty 
since. 

The decision on Starbucks' 
signage proposals lies with the 
district council and is expected 
within eight weeks.

Businessman 
is jailed for 
£70k tax fraud

A FORMER Ely and Chatteris 
footballer has been jailed 
for fiddling almost £70,000 
worth of taxes. 

Andrew Chatters, 39, was 
sentenced to three years in 
prison last Thursday fol¬ 
lowing a three-week trial at 
Brighton Crown Court. 

Chatters, who used to live 
in Ely, but who is most re¬ 
cently of no fixed abode, is 
a former Ely and Chatteris 
football player. 

He dealt with the running 
and financial management 
of A and J Racing based in 
Crawley Down, West Sussex. 

The business owned race¬ 
horses and provided equine 
construction services, build¬ 
ing stables and gallops. 

The company had 15 hors-

es in training placed with a 
number of high profile train¬ 
ers. 

Chatters fraudulently 
claimed a repayment of 
£34,576 in VAT through the 
company. 

Enquiries by HM Reve¬ 
nues and Customs (HMRC) 
found that he had also failed 


to declare VAT charged on 
the sale of racehorses and 
equine construction services 
meaning he owed a further 
£34,500 in VAT. 

Chatters was charged with 
two counts of cheating the 
public revenue contrary to 
common law. 

The fraud totalled £69,076. 

Alan Tully, assistant direc¬ 
tor of the fraud investigation 
service at HMRC, said: “An¬ 
drew Chatters thought that 
he could fiddle his taxes and 
line his own pockets but he 
was wrong. 

“He will now pay the price 
by losing his freedom and his 
assets. 

“The vast majority of peo¬ 
ple in the UK are honest and 
pay the taxes that are due, 
but if you know of anyone 
who is not please report 
them by calling our 24-hour 
hotline on 0800 59 5000.”

Breeding must 
be managed 

I WRITE in reply to Mr Geoffrey 
Woollard's letter Tony numbers out 
of hand'. 

As a rule (wild) herd stallions seldom 
cover their own female offspring. 

This is because on reaching puberty 
(between 18 months and two years 
old) the dam pushes fillies out of the 
herd or they disperse themselves to 
join other non-related herds. 

The same with colts that are reaching 
puberty, they will be evicted out of 
the herd and usually band together 
with other non-breeding males until 
they start there own harem or take 
one over. 

This structure is natural normal 
behaviour of a (wild) herd of horses 
that have no restrictions. But if 
restricted by fences or not enough 
acreage for space to allow this, then 
the welfare of these ponies would be 
at risk in an unsuitable environment. 
Their behaviour would not be normal 
within the structure of a natural wild 
herd. In effect they would be forced 
to inbreed which will weaken that 
herd with adverse defects. 

Although the Konik pony were bred 
from domestic, feral and semi feral 
ponies that had some characteristics 
of the extinct Tarpan, they were 
allowed to run semi feral and feral 
on reserves, which is no excuse 
for not having a proper breeding 
programme. 

Even our own native breeds that 
roam much larger moorland areas are 
managed, they take pride in having 
good strong healthy stock which 
comes from not inbreeding.

Why not graze 
native breeds? 

FURTHER to Mr Woollard's letter last 
week, re Konik ponies, I agree that 
the number has got out of hand. 

I have just read the Wicken Fen Blog 
and it seems there is some attempt 
to control the breeding by gelding 
some of the colts (referred to as "the 
boys"!). 

Two have been sent to Scotland 
to add to its herd. However, it 
is worrying that the number has 
increased in 2004 from seven to 
87 in May 2015. Not all bred at 
Wicken. 

Two issues arise for me, having been 
brought up in the countryside and 
around horses, the first being that 
our native ponies are under threat of 
distinction. Dartmoor, New Forest, 
Exmoor and Fell to cite just a few. 
How strange that this town-based 
charity follows a questionable trend 
of charity not starting at home. The 
Koniks are hardy ponies, but so are 
the others. Fell ponies are very hardy 


and recently a huge private herd, 
sadly, was dispersed by the family 
of the owner who died. They have 
been sent all over the world; the 
most expensive going to Florida, a 
most unsuitable climate. 

I question why the National Trust, 
which makes so many claims 
about preservation, would not do 
something constructive to preserve at 
least one of our native breeds. 

I am aware that supposedly the 
Koniks were here in the UK in 
the Iron Age, but Wicken is not 
attempting to go back to those times 
surely. 

My second concern is the 
domestication of the animals in the 
blog and the incorrect language used. 
Male calves are referred to as "cows" 
for goodness sake; they are bullocks. 
Foals are referred to as "boys" 
instead of colts. 

Young birds referred to as "baby 
birds", not "chicks", etc. So much 
for educating children and others 
properly. 

Having raised many calves as a child, 

I never saw a bottle being used. I 
was taught to put my fingers in the 
calf's mouth to get it sucking and 
then lowering its mouth into a bucket 
of milk; within days it would be 
feeding from a bucket on its own. 

Not at Wicken Fen where the 
"baby Cow, Stan" was orphaned at 
two weeks and fed by bottle! Like

Make station a 
higher priority 

PASSENGER numbers at Waterbeach 
station have almost doubled in 
the past 10 years with nearly 
350,000 using the facility last year. 
Unfortunately this surge in usage has 
not been met with any improvements 
in the infrastructure. 

Trains are frequently full, highlighted 
recently by the story of a local 
school child being pushed off an 
overcrowded train, and the village is 
choked with parked cars. 
Improvements to the rail service 
have been put on hold due to the 
indefinite postponement of the Ely 
North junction scheme and questions 
raised about the inadequate parking 
facilities are deflected from one 
agency to another in a never ending 
loop. 

Lack of funds is often cited as a 
reason for the lack of investment 
in the service although Abelio 
Greater Anglia received £187m in 
government subsidies last year, they 
still paid out £36m in dividends to 
shareholders! 

The area is likely to see massive 
development in the coming years 
with an 8,500 home newtown 
planned for the area north of the 
village putting untold strain on a 
system that is already at breaking 
point. 

infrastructure seems to come 
last on the list when it comes to 
development with promises made 
often broken by the developers once 
profits have been made.

LEADING UK conservation 
organisations have recently updated 
their assessment of the status of 
British birds (Birds of Conservation 
Concern 4) and it makes desperately 
sad reading, with more species 
than ever placed on the Red List. 
However, within the report there is 
a glimmer of hope, and it is one to 
which the people of Ely and district 
have contributed. 

The bittern is one of only three bird 
species that have improved in status 
and left the Red List (moved to the 
Amber List) - and this is down to 
the successful creation of new reed 
beds, but also maintenance and 
improvement of existing habitats like 
Roswell Pits which provide a critical 
winter feeding site for the bitterns 
living in the Beet Pits. 

Without the action taken and 
supported by many Ely residents our 
bitterns would be in a much worse 
situation and possibly no longer with 
us. 

I think that the people of Ely and 
the Potters Group who manage the 
Beet Pits should be proud of their 
contribution to this conservation 
success.

£620k pavilion 
revamp gets 
the go-ahead

PLANS to revamp Soham’s Walter Gidney Pa¬ 
vilion have been given the go-ahead. 

Members of Soham Town Council voted to 
spend £620,000 on refurbishing the pavilion, 
in Fountain Lane, on Monday night. 

Cllr Geoffrey Woollard proposed a motion 
to spend no more than £250,000 on “smart¬ 
ening up” the pavilion, so that money could 
be spent on other projects in the town. 

However, all other members voted to 
spend the full amount on modernising the 
pavilion, with planned work including new 
toilets, heating system, windows and better 
disabled access. 

The town council offices will also be re¬ 
vamped, and the entrance and car park to the 
pavilion will be improved. 

Speaking after the meeting, Cllr Woollard 
said: “Given that the building has no archi¬ 
tectural merit whatsoever and given that 
there are other pressing priorities - a mooted 
proposal for the town council itself to fund a 
£70,000 pelican pedestrian crossing on Pratt 
Street, the once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to 
upgrade the heritage lighting on Sand Street, 
High Street, Churchgate Street and Pratt 
Street, and the long longed-for rideable cy¬ 
cleway between Soham and Wicken -1 regret 
the decision to pump such a large lump sum 
into the pavilion. I wonder what the paying 
public will think.” 

Town council chairman Geoff Fisher said 
the revamp had been in the pipeline for 
around six years and that bringing the pavil¬ 
ion up to date is “vital”.

Man jailed for 
‘violent’ attack

A SOHAM man who at¬ 
tacked another man and left 
him lying in a pool of blood 
has been jailed for 12 years. 

Tobias Badcock, 25, was 
walking along Walpole Road 
in Cambridge when he car¬ 
ried out the violent attack 
on his victim, a man in his 
30s, between 5.30am and 
7.15am onfune 7. 

The victim was discovered 
by a jogger at about 7.15am 
lying in a pool of his own 
blood. 

He had sustained a trau¬ 
matic brain injury, multi¬ 
ple facial fractures and was 
placed in a medically in¬ 
duced coma. 

He spent three months in 
hospital before returning 
home to continue his re¬ 
habilitation. The long term 
prognosis of his injuries are 
still not clear. 

Badcock, of White Hart 
Lane, Soham, was identi¬ 



fied as having been with the 
victim earlier that morning 
through CCTV at a fuel sta¬ 
tion in Cherry Hinton before 
being seen by witnesses to 
walk with him onto Walpole 
Road. 


He was charged after the 
victim’s property was found 
at his home, along with 
blood-stained clothes link¬ 
ing him to the attack. 

Badcock was sentenced 
to 12 years in prison at 
Cambridge Crown Court 
last Tuesday for GBH with 
intent, theft and a separate 
offence of battery resulting 
from a breach of a suspend¬ 
ed sentence handed down 
by Cambridge Magistrates 
in February. 

Detective Constable 
Tom Rogers said: “Badcock 
launched a violent and sav¬ 
age attack against a smaller 
man he was easily able to 
overpower before leaving 
him in a life threatening 
condition with no aid. 

“My thoughts are with the 
victim who will have to deal 
with the long term effects of 
these actions and his family 
who for a time believed they 
would lose their son. 

“I hope this result will 
help them to move on with 
their lives.”

Plans to move 
archives to Ely 
are approved 


PLANS to re-locate the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Archives from 
Cambridge to Ely have been 
approved. 

The county council’s plan¬ 
ning committee agreed to 
proposals to move the ar¬ 
chives from the basement of 
Shire Hall to Strikes Bowling 
Alley in Ely’s Angel Drove 
last Thursday. 

The move is set to cost the 
council £4.2 million and the 
authority says the comple¬ 
tion of the purchase of the 
Strikes building, which is 
still open and trading, will 
be completed within 28 
days. 

The council has been 
working to secure new 
premises for the archives 
following an inspection by 
the National Archives which 
found that the current ac-

commodation is no longer 
fit for purpose. 

Back in March, coun¬ 
cil chiefs announced they 
wanted to move the archives 
to the Strikes building. 

They say the building is 
well suited to house the ar¬ 
chives, and that Ely is acces¬ 
sible for residents across the 
whole of Cambridgeshire. 

In her report, planning 
officer Elizabeth Verdegem 
said: “Concern has been 
raised that the loss of the 
bowling alley would result 
in the loss of a community 
facility in Ely, although it 
has been stated that Strikes 
is intending to close the fa¬ 
cility and sell the building 


anyway and this decision is 
not based on the outcome of 
this application. 

“The proposed use would 
be likely to attract a different 
section of the community 
than the existing bowling 
alley. It is considered that 
Ely’s leisure provision is oth¬ 
erwise viable and varied, 
and that the proposal is in 
accordance with local plan¬ 
ning policy and would be a 
suitable location and site for 
the proposed use.” 

The council has a statu¬ 
tory requirement to main¬ 
tain vital records which date 
back to the 13th century.

New lease of life for Pegasus Walk 


A ROUND table meeting is 
being held in the New Year 
to explore the options for up¬ 
grading the Ely North Junc¬ 
tion. 

MPs from across the re¬ 
gion, LEPs, local councils, 
Network Rail represenatives 
and train operators will be 
attending the meeting, it has 
been confirmed. 

It comes following the 
“frustrating” announcement 
that the Ely North Junction 
will not be upgraded until at 
least 2019. 

South East Cambridgeshire 
MP Lucy Frazer, South West 
Norfolk MP Elizabeth Truss 
and Mid Norfolk MP George 
Freeman have met Patrick 
McLoughlin in the House 
of Commons to discuss the 
project and stress the impor¬ 
tance of the upgrades. 

The upgrades were due 
to be finished in the current 
spending round, which runs 
until 2019, however Network 
Rail has announced that the 
work will take place in the 
next spending period, which 
runs from 2019 until 2024.

Bosses say the delays are 
“to allow co-ordination with 
safety critical level crossing 
works nearby.” 

By doubling the junction, 
which is located at Queen 
Adelaide, it would allow 
trains to run every half hour 
from Cambridge to King’s 
Lynn and Norwich. 

James Palmer, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, has also written to 
Network Rail. 

He said: “While I can un¬ 
derstand the pressures Net¬ 
work Rail face, I do find it very 
frustrating given the rapid 
growth we are experiencing 
it is always our area which is 
affected by their decision to 
reschedule their plans. 

“I would like to assure resi¬ 
dents that I am writing to 
Network Rail seeking assur¬ 
ances that they will progress 
this project with no further 
delay.” 

Mrs Frazer said: “The up¬ 
grade to the Ely North Junc¬ 


tion is vital for our area. I am 
pressing to ensure that this 
takes place and I am pleased 
to take part in this round ta¬ 
ble discussion to ensure that 
we get the investment we 
need for these rail improve¬ 
ments as soon as possible.” 

Ms Truss said: “I want pas¬ 
sengers and businesses to 
have certainty as soon as 
possible about when the half 
hourly service on the King’s 
Lynn to London line will be in 
place and when the junction 
will be upgraded.” 

Sir Peter Hendy, chair¬ 
man of Network Rail, said: 
“Network Rail is aware of the 
strong aspiration of the De¬ 
partment for Transport, and 
local user groups and MPs 
to see improvements to ser¬ 
vices on the Cambridge to 
King’s Lynn corridor as soon 
as practicable.” 

The meeting will be held in 
Downham Market on Friday, 
February 26.

Anger over sale 
of open space 


RESIDENTS are opposing 
council plans to sell off an 
area of public open space in 
Ely’s conservation area. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council wants to sell an 
area of open space, approxi¬ 
mately 382 square-metres in 
size, in The Vineyards. 

The authority, which owns 
the land, says that it is cur¬ 
rently not in use and that 
is has been “identified as 
an opportunity to generate 
money”. 

But families living in The 
Vineyards, which is based in 
Ely city centre and is within 
the Ely conservation area, 
are unhappy. 

The Rev Christopher 
Twycross, a retired minis¬ 
ter, said: “There are unsat¬ 
isfactory features about this 
move. 

“The title deeds clearly 
show that the land was giv¬ 
en as a public open space for 
the residents of The Vine¬ 
yards. So what is the pur¬ 
pose of the sale? Doubtless 
new building in a conserva-

tion area? 

“As a resident of The Vine¬ 
yards, I have a long list from 
the council about do’s and 
dont’s etc regarding our 
bungalow in a conservation 
area. The council appears 
to be flouting its own rules 
with a future change of use. 
So much for conservation!” 

Mr Twycross added: “The 
council clearly are ignoring 
the present use of this space 
as a recreation area. It is 
used in the warmer months 
suprisingly often (yes pic¬ 
nics even), and all year 
round by local dog walkers.” 

Another resident, who 
lives in The Vineyards but 
did not want to be named, 
said: “The council clearly 
want to sell this area of pub¬ 
lic open space to develop¬ 
ers so that they can make a 
quick buck. 

“Are they forgetting that 
the land in question is in the 


city’s conservation area? I’ve 
opposed the sale and will 
be furious if it goes ahead. 
This is the only bit of public 
space we have in The Vine¬ 
yards. 

“It’s used by dog walk¬ 
ers, families with children 
and there is a bench there 
where the elderly residents 
of nearby Bell Holt can often 
be seen - are they planning 
to get rid of the bench too?” 

The council says the open 
space is not in use. A spokes¬ 
man said: “The sale of this 
small piece of land in Ely is 
part of the council’s policy 
of making better use of the 
assets which the authority 
owns. 

“The land is not currently 
in use and is an opportunity 
to generate money on behalf 
of the taxpayer which will 
then be reinvested in our 
services.”

FOR 30 years, in books, on re¬ 
cords and on the air, he has told 
hilarious tales of the village of 
Grunty Fen.

“I always felt uneasy about 
making Grunty Fen sound so 
squalid and all round awful but I 
blame the public - it’s what they 
wanted.

INTREPID fundraiser Callum Fair- 
hurst is coming home to Cam¬ 
bridgeshire for Christmas. 

Callum, 18, who is cycling around 
the world in memory of his brother, 
is expected to arrive in his home¬ 
town of Soham either tomorrow or 
Thursday. 

In July Callum, a former Soham 
Village College pupil, set off on his 
cycle ride across the globe in mem¬ 
ory of Liam. 

Liam was 10 when he was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer. He lost his battle 
with the disease in 2009, but dur¬ 
ing that time he raised a stagger¬ 
ing £340,000 for children’s cancer 
charities. 

Not long after his death, the Fair- 
hurst family launched the Liam 
Fairhurst Foundation, which sup¬ 
ports young people in the UK af¬ 
fected by cancer, disabilities and 
illnesses. 

Callum decided to take on Chal¬ 
lenge 360 - the name he has called 
the ride in a bid to raise £100,000 
for the foundation. 

And with just America to com¬ 
plete now, he’s decided to have a lit¬ 
tle break over the Christmas period 
with his family. 

His mum, Sarah, who lives in So¬ 
ham with her husband, Mark, said: 
“We’re expecting him home on ei¬ 
ther Wednesday or Thursday. 

“Mark and I were lucky enough 
to see Callum in Greece back in No¬ 
vember but obviously we’re really 
excited that he’s coming home for 
Christmas. 

“We’re going to have a really fam¬ 
ily-orientated Christmas and it’ll 
be nice not having to worry where 
in the world he is and whether he’s 
OK.” 

Callum’s ride started in Sydney 
in July. From there he cycled across 
Australia and through New Zea¬ 
land, Indonesia, Singapore, Malay¬ 
sia and Thailand. 

In October, he cycled across In¬ 
dia and in November he started his 
European leg of the mammoth trip, 
where he covered Greece, Corfu, 
Italy, Switzerland, France, Luxem¬ 
burg, Belgium, the Netherlands, 
Ireland and the UK. 

After spending Christmas with 
his family, Callum will be flying out 
to America on December 29 and on 
January 4 he will start to cycle from 
the West Coast of America to the 
East Coast. 

Callum aims to finish the 18,000- 
mile challenge in New York in 
March or April. 

Speaking to the News earlier 
in the year, Callum said: “I first 
thought of this idea after read¬ 
ing about someone equally as silly 
scaling the world in search of an in¬ 
credible adventure, whilst trying to 
break the world record. 

“A few years later the world cycle 
record stands at something unbe¬ 
lievably ridiculous [125 days], so I’m 
not trying to beat that.

“This journey isn’t about speed, 
it’s about seeing the world but also 
helping others across the countries 
I visit.” 

He added: “In Liam’s final mo¬ 
ments I made a promise to him that 
I would live a brilliant life and try to 
help others whilst doing it. 

“This challenge is ticking both of 
those boxes.”

There was a 
fine playwright 
called Ranjit 

Whose life 
didn’t go as he’d 
planned it... 





He is a respected playwright 
who's had his work 
performed everywhere 
from the RSC to the National 
Theatre - yet for nearly a 
decade, Ranjit Bolt was a 
compulsive gambler who 
lost hundreds of thousands 
of pounds. But, he tells 
Emma Higginbotham, his 
gambling has inadvertently 
led to, of all things, a book 
of limericks... 


R ANJIT Bolt is lying on the sofa. He's feeling 
under the weather and losing his voice 
- the result, perhaps, of talking at length 
about his new book of limericks, A Lion Was 
Learning to Ski, in a radio interview earlier in 
the day. 

Why the interest in the book? Because Ranjit 
is an eminent playwright who has had his words 
spoken by everyone from Dame Judi Dench to 
Simon Callow. But also, undeniably, because of 
his openness about the darker side of his life: 
a gambling habit so extreme that he once blew 
£80,000 in 10 minutes. 

"I've always been a compulsive, over-the-top, 
somewhat reckless person," says the 56-year- 
old, with a mild croak. "I'm a classic victim. I 
was asking to bump into gambling. 

"I've lost quarter of a million pounds, maybe. 
It's a kind of madness: I was so out of control 
that I didn't even know what I was losing." 

And yet here he is, cured - by the power of 
limericks. 

Growing up in Cambridge, Ranjit was almost 
predestined to have a future in the world of 
words. Not only were his parents both English 
teachers (his Indian mother at Impington Village 
College, his father at what is now Anglia Ruskin 
University) but his uncle was none other than 
the late, great Robert Bolt, the double-Oscar- 
winning screenwriter whose classic films include 
Dr Zhivago and Laurence of Arabia. 

At 6, Ranjit was penning poetry. At 7, 
inspired by Uncle Bob's latest hit, A Man For 
All Seasons, he'd written his first play, Henry 
II. But it was seeing a production of Moliere's 
The Misanthrope at the Old Vic, aged 14, that 
changed everything for the young Perse pupil. 

"It was in rhyming couplets, and I thought 
how wonderful it was, so I tried to do my own 
translation of Tartuffe. It didn't work, of course, 
but it always stuck in my mind how verse can 
amuse. Especially English verse, because the 
rhymes in English are naturally comical: if I 
rhyme 'plonk' with 'donk', you get a laugh 
immediately." 

After reading classics at Oxford, Ranjit began 
working in the City as a fund manager - all the 
while translating 17th century French plays. 

"I remember holding a copy with a notebook 
and trying to translate as I was standing on the 
Tube," he recalls. "And doing it under the desk." 

The performance of his first play was backed 
by his City bosses ("They were all millionaires, 
they all chipped in, and they all got their money 
back"). His second play, The Liar by Corneille, 
sealed his success. Directed by the legendary 
Jonathan Miller, it was performed at the Old 
Vic, the very theatre where he'd first been so 
inspired. 

Ranjit went from strength to strength. His 
work was performed everywhere from New 
York to Melbourne by actors of the calibre of 
David Threlfall, Peter Bowls, Felicity Kendal, 
even Dame Judi Dench. In 2003 he was 
awarded an OBE for services to literature: "That 
was really for Tartuffe, which I did with Martin 
Clunes at the National. He was brilliant." 

So he led a celebrity lifestyle? "Well, minor!" 
Ranjit is modest about this, but I push him: 
what was Dame Judi Dench like? "She's very 
friendly, very approachable, has egg and chips 
in the canteen," he says. "I always think the 


biggest stars are the best, because they don't 
have anything to prove." 

Life was good. But in 2005 it took a distinctly 
dark turn. 

Since his schooldays, Ranjit had been playing 
poker with his best friend, the musician Martin 
Feinstein. "He had a poker game for years, and 
one day, unfortunately, having played this local 
friendly game, I just said to Martin 'Is there any 
way you can play online?' 

"He said 'Be very careful - you're a 
compulsive sort of person'. And of course he 
was absolutely right." 

Ranjit signed up to an online poker site and 
began to play, initially for five or six hours a day. 
With alarming speed, he became addicted and, 
before long, the hours began to blur together. 

By his own admission, he has had some 
"appalling episodes". 

"At one point I woke up in the middle of a 
game, and the whole room was full of playing 
cards. I was hallucinating because I hadn't slept 
for three whole days - I was just playing round 


the clock, just playing, playing, playing. It was 
potty." 

He describes seeing cards plastered to the 
walls, hanging from the curtains, "and when I 
went to the bathroom I saw the King of Hearts 
in the loo. 

"At that point I went straight to the doctor, 
who said 'Take this pill, go to sleep, and for 
god's sake don't touch the computer'. Of 
course I went straight back to the game." 

On another occasion, Ranjit ended up in 
hospital. "I was playing poker, fell asleep, and 
woke up feeling very queer - and I was carted 
off in an ambulance with them asking for my 
next of kin." 

Paramedics told him that he was having a 
massive atrial fibrillation, brought on by four 
days and nights without sleep. "It was very 
serious. They nearly switched me off." But 
again, as soon as he left the hospital he had only 
one thing on his mind: "I went straight back to 
the damn machine. I played on and on." 

As well as poker, Ranjit developed an 


obsession with blackjack: "You have an illusion 
that you have more control, but in fact the odds 
are exactly the same as roulette. I hate roulette; 
ou spin the ball and that's it, whereas with 
lackjack you have this extra card which gives 
you an extra thrill." 

Nor did he always lose: "I once won £80,000 
in a few weeks," he recalls. "I started with 
£2,000 and turned it into £80,000, playing 
blackjack at home online. The funny thing was, 

I needed an airline ticket because I was going to 
Italy, and I thought 'I must just get this 300 quid 
and then I'll stop'." 

Within 10 minutes he'd blown the lot, "just 
doubling and doubling, and losing and losing. 
Because a compulsive gambler will never stop - 
you always think you're going to turn it around. 
You're in a kind of trance." 

How does it feel to lose? "You get an 
enormous depression, just as when you have 
a huge win you're going around on a high. It's 
like taking LSD." 

Over the course of a decade, Ranjit estimates 
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that he's gambled away around a quarter of 
a million pounds. He was forced to sell his 
£400,000 Hampstead flat, he lost the feeling 
in his finger "just from clicking the mouse so 
much," and, as well as playing online, he began 
to frequent casinos and then his local betting 
shop, finding himself waiting outside for it to 
open first thing in the morning. 

Yet for years, he didn't seek help: "I was very 
foolish," he admits. "You always think 'I'll stop 
tomorrow', and of course you never do. You 
delude yourself. That's the whole problem with 
gambling, or any addiction: you think you're in 
control of it." 

Encouraged by friends, he tried going 
to Gamblers Anonymous (GA), "but it just 
depressed me. You see some terrible things. 
There was one man - I'm not sure he's still 
alive, to be honest - he sat there saying 1 have 
no money, I can't put food on the table for my 
family, everything I earn or receive in benefits 
just goes straight into the machines." 

After four meetings, Ranjit decided it wasn't

for him: "I didn't feel it was doing me any good. 
I was probably wrong; I probably should have 
stuck it. If I had I might have lost less money." 

Eventually he returned to Cambridge - and it 
was here that his life began to improve. 

"When you're a gambler you have a terrible 


A Lion Was Learning to Ski was released a 
few weeks ago, and all 1,000 copies sold out 
almost overnight, necessitating an immediate 
reprint. Why is it so popular? "Because 
people like to laugh," he says. "We're living in 
a very black time, so it's a double whammy: 
the adults like it because it cheers them up, 
and the children like it because they love 
funny rhymes anyway." 

His celebrity admirers certainly agree: 

Stephen Fry has described them as "perfect 
poems", while Simon Callow calls Ranjit "the 
deftest, most dexterous of wordsmiths - here he 
is proving himself a limericist extraordinaire". 

But for Ranjit, the highlight of this year must 
surely be that he's finally stopped gambling. 

"I've only really just kicked it over the last few 
months," he says. "Frankly I've no idea how I 
managed to stop; something in my mind just 
said 'I've had enough'. 

"I'm pretty sure I won't do it again - I've 
banned myself from all the betting shops; you 
fill in a form and they won't let you in - and 
I think it's over now. You know when you've 
finished." 

So what would his advice be to people in a 
similar situation? "Keeping busy is the key," he 
says. "With addiction, you're often trying to get 
out of boredom. So find other things to do, and 
go to GA. Realise that you're often just trying to 
fill your time up. 

"Gambling is not always about money," he 
concludes. "Byron said 'I don't gamble for 
money; I gamble because it makes me feel 
alive'. And of course it's a very bad way to feel 
alive."

sense of loss, and you want to recoup your 
money any way you can," he explains. "So 
one of the ways I did it was making these little 
homemade booklets of limericks, which I used 
to sell in Trinity Street and the market square. I 
became a bit of a figure; people used to wave 
at me and say 'We've read your poems!"' 

Why limericks? "I think partly it's an outlet. 
Writing keeps you sane, and amusing people 
is always enjoyable. Plus as I say, I felt I had to 
find some source of income, which was a bit of 
an illusion because you're never going to really 
make a living doing that, unless you're prepared 
to tramp around all day." 

At a pound a copy, the booklets were hugely 
popular, and Ranjit found that he could make 
up to £20 an hour. Buoyed by his success, he 
started posting his limericks on Facebook, where 
the feedback was overwhelmingly positive - one 
particular fan just happened to be the editor of 
publishing house Gibson Square, "and that's how 
the book came about. So there's definitely a link 
between the gambling and the poems."

A N important trial of 
driverless vehicles has 
scooped the prestigious 
Automotive Award for 
Innovation from the Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders. The trophy was in 
recognition of technology 
involved to bring three 
driverless pods to the streets 
of Milton Keynes. 

Working in partnership 
with academics to develop 
the LUTZ Pathfinder (Low- 
carbon urban transport zone), 
the company behind the 
project is Transport Systems 
Catapult (TSC). It wants to 
show driverless pods can 
help drastically reduce road 
deaths and serious injuries by 
removing the human element 
from driving. 

TSC's Steve Yianni said: 
"Ninety per cent of collisions 
on the UK's roads are due to 
human error in one way or 
another, so by allowing the 
vehicle to make decisions 
based on a broad array of 
information provided could 
help reduce this figure 
enormously." 

There is no dispute that 
most collisions are due to 
one or more driver making 
an error of judgement. Also, 
there are plenty of studies 
and statistics to prove that 
a driverless car future could 
make road deaths and serious 
injuries very rare and almost 
completely avoidable. 

This is an admirable future 



THE LUTZ PATHFINDER: 

Not part of a shared 
communications network as 
yet 

to work towards. However, 
there are questions to be 
asked about the LUTZ 
Pathfinder project. For 
starters, the electrically 
powered pods will be driving 
in pedestrianised areas as well 
as on roads, yet they have a 
limited top speed of 15mph. 
This begs the question of 
how safe will they be mixing 
among other vehicles that 
may well be driving at 
considerably higher speeds? 

To counter this to some 
extent, TSC says each of the 
three pods will be piloted 
by a trained driver to make 
sure there are no risks to 
passengers or pedestrians. 

This then raises another 
query about how useful is a 
driverless pod when it needs 
a driver present and can carry 
only a single passenger at a 
time, even if that passenger 


can be driven from door to 
door? 

The plan is for the LUTZ 
Pathfinder pods to run until 
201 7, allowing plenty of time 
to collect and collate data 
from the trial. It's certainly 
a sound way to reduce 
urban pollution and perhaps 
encourage some drivers to 
leave their car at home or at 
an out of town car park. 

A problem arises, though, 
because the pods use a 
3D map of Milton Keynes 
coupled to on-board sensors 
to know where they are. 

While this means the pods 
are perfectly capable of 
conducting themselves 
safely, they will be in among 
other vehicles they cannot 
communicate with and that 
means they cannot predict or 
plan for their actions. 

This is not a unique failing 
of the LUTZ Pathfinder, but 
a drawback of all driverless 
vehicles. Unless every vehicle 
on the road around them is 
using the same systems, there 
is a serious risk of one or 
more vehicles being unaware 
of the presence of other 
vehicles. The dangers here are 
obvious and just as potentially 
harmful as any vehicle driven 
by a human being. 

The LUTX Pathfinder 
project should be applauded, 
but the reality of that future 
is a lot further away than the 
projects' operators might 
hope.
